The Body Handle the First Question Without 
Trouble—The Liquor Theme Takes Time 
and Talk — What Was Done. 


Mayor Cooper thumped upon his desk at 
half-past two o’clock yesterday afternoon, and 
the members of the general council, except 
Mr. Tanner and Mr. Stevens, of the first ward, 
and Mr. Moran, of the second, dropped into 


their chairs. 

The trio of absentces was like the letter that 
never came--they never came. 

The meeting Was as dry as gun-powder until 
the chairman of the police committee, Mr. 
Amorous, arose With a large bundle of papers 
yn nis hands. The eepers were referred peti- 
tions for liquor and beer licenses. 

“Your committee,’ said the chairman, ‘‘begs 
leave to report adversely upon the petition of 
D. V. Gifford for a beer license at 222 Frazier, 
and also one from the same party at No. 2 
Frazier street. We report adversely upon the 

tition of Rigler & Meams for a liquor 
icense at 167 Marietta street. 
THEY SMILE AT EACH OTHER. 

Mr. Boynton, the prohibition member from 
the second, was evidently surprised at the ad- 
verse report, and anced at Mr. Hemphill 
and winked at Mr. Nelson—two other prohi- 
hibition mem bers. 

“Your committee,’ continued Mr. Amorous, 
“submits a favorable report uponthe petition 
of J. F. Faith for a retail liquor license at 295 
Decatur street. Wealso submit a favorable 
report upon George Fischer’s petition- for a re- 
tail beer license at 62 Foundry street.”’ 


“TI am perfectly willing to vote for that re- | 


port,’’ said Mr. Howell, glancing over the slim 
audience, ‘if the petition is according to law, 
but if the petition is at all defective, I shall 
oppose it. I have here a petition from citizens 
in that neighborhood who are opposed to that 
beer saloon, and in that petition it is claimed 
that the application has irregular features. 
Among other things it is said that Mr. Fish- 
er’s nearest neighbors have not signed it.’’ 

Mr. Howell presented the petition, together 
with a diagram of the house in which the 
beer saloan is to be located and the houses 
around it. > 

“T have never seen this petition,’’ said Mr. 
Amorous. ‘‘The store is ina house, and the 
house next to it is owned by Mr. Fischer. In 
that house

his petition. The house next to his is occupied 
by Mr. Lochmuller, who objects to the license 
being granted. Now, itisforthe council to 
decide whether the tenant in Mr. Fischer’s 
house is his next neighbor or whether Mr. 

When thiscom- 
mittee met a few days ago there was no objec- 
tion to the license, and the petition was not 
before the committee.”’ 

‘‘T move that the petition be recommitted to 
the committee,’ said Mr. Howell. ‘I would 
like to know who isthe next door neighbor. 
If the. petition is in accordance with law L shall 
favor it.”’ 

‘‘T can see nothing to be 
in this matter,’’ said Mr. Collier. ‘We are all 
thoroughly familiar with the case. lam op- 
posed to granting the license, because I think 
it would be a thorough disregard of all law to 
do so. Mr. Fischer can’t sign that petition 
himself becauie he can’t be his ewn neighbor. 
If I wanted to do 
THE ANTI-PROHIBITION PARTY A GREAT HARM 
I would vote for it. I think Mr. Moran struck 
the keynote in his speech upon this subject, a 
meeting or two ago, when he said that place 
was out of police protection and on a residence 
portion of the street and city. Mr. Fischer’s 
store is the only one on the street and every- 
body on the street is opposed to it.”’ 

‘*! guess it is pretty well Known,’’ said Mr. 
Amorous, *‘that I am an anti to the backbone. 
This petition came to the committee and we 
investigated it. The house is next to Mr. 
Fischer’s store and is rented out by him, and 
the tenant signed the application. Mr. Lock- 
muller lives next to that house and the commit- 
tee, after a careful consideration, doubted 
whether Mr. Lockmuller was the neighbor. 
Now I want to say openly and clearly that I am 
willing for the anti-prohibition party to take 
the responsibility for this license if the council 
will grant it.’’ . 

The few antis setting in the audience 
nodded their approval. 

‘*‘I should like to hear from the city attorney 
upon this question,’’ said Mr. Howell. ‘‘May 
be he can tell us who is the nearest neighbor.’’ 

THE LAWYER’S OPINION. 

Mr. Goodwin arose with a pleasant smile 
and informed the council that Mr. Fischer’s 
tenant was the nearest neighbor, unless Mr. 
Fischer had put the man in there just to get 
his signature.- The attorney declared that no 
man could be his own neighbor. 

Mr. Goodwin’s statement looked like a point 
for Mr. Amorous, and Mr. Boynton sprang to 
the floor, saying: 

‘‘Mr. Wilby, a gentleman living on one side 
that saloon, is here, and wants to be heard. I 
move the rules be suspended.”’ 

The motion prevailed, and Mr. Wilby, a 
young gentleman, stepped forward. Throwing 

is hand upon Mr. Beutell’s desk with con- 
siderable force, he said: 

‘We don’t want that beer saloon there, and 
we ain’t going to have it if wecan help it. 
Now, the man who signed that petition was 
put in that house by Fischer, and if he had 
not signed it, out he would haye gone. We 
had no knowledge that this matter would 
come up before this committee, and could not 
be there to object. - We are all opposed to it. 
Mr. Bosche told the committee, that no one 
would object, and here is their report, and that 
was a fraud.’’ 

Mr. Howell renewed his motion to recom- 
init, and upon the motion the vote was eight 
to two. 

Those voting te recommit were Allen, 
Woodward, Morris, Beutell, Thompson, Amor- 
ous and Rice, 

Those voting against the motion were Boyn- 
ton and Nelson. 

flis License Revoked. 

Mr. Amorous introduced a resolution re- 
voking the retail liquor license granted Con 
Meehan, on Mitchell street. 

“Now,” said the gentleman, ‘I sincerely 
trust that the council will sustain this resolu- 
tion. I want to see the laws governing the sale 
of liquor enforced. The ordinance provides 
that a man’s license shall be reyoked-if he is 
convicted of violating the law. Mr. Meehan 
has been convicted and I now ask this body to 
pass this resolution.”’ 

Colonel Arnold, attorney for Meehan, se- 
cured the floor and argued against the adop- 
tion of the resolution. He stated that the case 
had been certioraried and that it would be un- 
just to his client to take away his license.

DINING WITH ROYALTY 


Constantin Sternberg Gives 
Some Reminiscences. 


He Played Before and Dined With Emperor 
William—The way He Was En- 
tertained By His Majesty. 


ee — 


Last night Mr. Constantin Sternberg gave 
toa representative of Tue ConsTiITuTION the 
following interesting reminiscences in connec- 
tion with his visit to Emperor William's 
castle: 

‘What little time I had the honor to be with 
his majesty was sufficient to make an everlast- 
ing impression upon me. Seldom, if ever, have 
I ever met another man in whom Christian 
goodness and kindness were so predominating 
characteristics. Really, it was long after the 
interview when the thought came to my mind, 
that this saine man was the great warrior, the 
victor of ’64, 66 and ’70, versed in the lan- 
guage of cannons and such destructives and 
only the very last thought was of the almost 
unbounded power embodied in this fatherly 
looking, kind old gentleman.’’ 

“When was it you met him, and how?” 

“In the early spring of 1880, I had returned 
to Berlin from an extended concert trip through 
Central Asia, Asia Minor and Russia, with the 
lady whose picture you see here on the wall, 
Mme. Desiree Artot. She had long before 
been appointed court singer of the empresses 
both of Germany and of Russia, and immedi- 
ately on her return had reported to the court 
marshal for duty. The novelty of our long 
journey and frequent adventures caused con- 
siderable talk atthe time, and it was only 
three days after our arrival when I received a 
call from the emperor’s old personal friend, 
General Count Redern, who brought mea 
cabinet order to appear before his majesty on 
the twenty-second of March (his birthday) ina 
court concert. I need not tel] you that I ac- 
cepted. 

“Old Taubert, the anthot of that world re- 
nown lullaby, was accompanist; Mme. Artot 
sang, so did Miss Lillie Lehmann (now in New 
York), as well as several other members of the 
royal opera. In all we were nine performers, 
including myself as solo-pianist. ifelt I had 
a rather hard stand, as in the previous concert 
the pianist was no one less than Saint Saeus, 
and for the next one Carl Heymann was ap- 
pointed. Wel), I determined todo my best, 
and the result proved that my efforts were at 
least acceptable to my kind and indulgent 
auditors. + 

**At 8:50 the imperial carriage took me from 
the hotel to the palace. Afterastay of fifteen 
miiutes in the picture gallery, during which 
tea and light refreshments were served, 4 
chamberlain announced to me: ‘Ilis imperial 
majesty desires your acquaintance.’ 

“it was a very nice way to put it, but I 
must confess that I felt a tritle agitated whilst 
ascending the historical marble stairs, for I 
had continually before my mind the victor of 
Sedan and Gravelotte and was secretly bracing 
myself against a possible experience of what 


you might call ‘offensive condescension!’
